The time taken in dispute resolution and/or conciliation proceedings, if any, initiated and conducted in accordance with the provision of 
the Arbitration and conciliation Act and these Bye-Laws and the time taken by the Relevant Authority to administratively resolve the 
claims, differences or disputes shall be excluded for the purpose of determining the limitation period of three years under the Bye-Laws, 
Rules and Business Rules of the Exchange, any claim made or any difference/dispute raised by any complainant/aggrieved person, after 
expiry of the time • limit specified herein, shall become time-barred for the purpose of availing of the remedy under the Bye-Laws, Rules 
and Business rules of the Exchange and may not, however, be invalid for seeking remedy under appropriate civil laws."
